Probably, said Mrs. McBeath, some 
of the members of the Horticultural 
Society have been urging on you the 
benefits of making a garden, however 
small, this season, and producing your 
own fresh vegetables, for the cost of 
living scems to be going steadily up 
till we will be largely dependent on 
our gardens for food. 
! On the farm we would find it hard 
to live without a good-sized garden 
to help feed our families and hired 
men. Nothing is so nice as good 
vegetables with meat and gravy. A 
small portion of meat goes a lon 
way when served with well cooke 
vegetables, and our health and our 
pockets feel the benefit. 

Nearly all gardeners, however, find 
that they have a surplus of every- 
thing, for the season is short and 
the early vegetables come in such 
quick succession that it is almost im- 
possible to use them all up in season 
Yo turn this surplus into a profit in- 
stead of a loss, our women are tak, 
ing to canning their vegetables, as 
well as their fruit, and so laying in a 
store for winter use at small cost. 
The process is excecdingly simple, 
and with care in following directions, 
there is not much chance of failure. 

Canning in tin is cheaper than can- 
ning in jars or bottles, but the — in- 
creased price of tin, owing to war 

» conditions, will make it prohibitive 
. just now. The ordinary price of tia 
“+ was about 3 cents, but today they are 


’ three times that, so that we will 
have to i gs on bottles or jars. In 
this line would recommend the 


; ar as being the surest to 
use, and also the most attractive con- 
taiher. Other kinds may be used if 
great care is taken with the rubbers. 

Perhaps if I quote you from let- 
cers received from somejof the wo- 
iwnen who canned vegetables for the 
first time this year, you may be en- 
couraged to try also. 

One says. “I have put up corn and 
tomatoes, as k got my outfit too late 
jor beans and peas. Dad says he 

~ never tasted such delicious corn, and 
the tomatoes are really far too nice 

for soup.” 

Another says: “My beans and peas 
are fine; also, three hundred bottles 
3 of other vegetables and fruit, and I 

tell you IL .am proud of my pantry 

with the shelves full. Such a help 
when people come and you have no 
marks? it 

Another says: “My peas turned out 
so good that the neighbors ask me 
what brand of peas I buy. | only use 
them when visitors come. My sister 
and I put up a hundred cans of veg- 
ctables and wild fruit, and we are 
just sorry we did not do more, but 
watch us next year.” 

There seems little doubt that the 
canning of vegetables will become 
as common as the making of pre- 
serves, and will indeed be a blessing 
in many families where vegetables 
are sadly neglected in the diet. 

The variety is unlimited; early car- 
rots, peas, beans, corn, tomatoes, 
cauliflower spinach greens and mixed 
vegetables for soup. The cost is very 
small when you grow your own veg- 
etables as only, water and a teaspoon- 
ful of salt is needed in putting them 

._ up. This fall I had quantities of to- 
matoes, and put up enough to do me 
all season, at a cost of 5 cents the

Few Insect Pests are Known | 


x =n up canning most enthusi- 
ly, and are making a great 
success of it. Put up carefully ana 
with attractive labels, they find lir- 
in selling to local stores 
or to meighbors, and thus adding to} 
their income after supplying — their! 
° household needs, There seems 
a good opening here for enterprising 
girls, who in country districts might 
can for neighbors on shares. 
A young man on a homestead was 
talking to me of the possibilities in 
his neighborhood. Al! around his 
homestead the wild strawberries and 
raspberries are in great abundance, 
and practically all go to waste as 
there is nobody to pick them. His 
idea is to put in an acre of garden 
stuff, beans, peas, tomatoes, and corn 
--can the fruit as it came in and 
when ithe fruit was over, can the veg: 
ctables. The cost of equipment would 
be very little, and the local country 
store would take all his output. The 
idea is a capital one, and there is no 
reason why the same plan could not 
be followed out in many other places. 
This young man rents his farm, but 
in carrying out his coming campaign 
he would be adding considerably to 
his income besides providing himself 
with light and congenial work. 

To help those of you who plan to 
try out canning, I may add that the 
Manitoba Agricultural College is is- 
suing a comprehensive bulletin on 
“Canning,” with instructions, which if 
carefully followed, will ensure  suc- 
cess, and 1 can only say that if you 
once make a Start you will wonder) 
why on earth you did not do it be- 
fore.

Wireworms, Cutworms and dirous' 
Bug in Limited Numbers | 
In the West 

Compared with other agricultural 
regions, Saskatchewan enjoys an un- 
usual immunity from insect pests, | 
there being only a half-dozen vari-! 
cties of insects which have ever done| 
any serious damage to the crops. 

The most spectacular, of course, 
was the onslaught of grasshoppers or! 
locusts, which occurred about the 
middle of June, 1886, when Saskat- 
chewan, in common with practically 
the whole western prairie section of 
the American continent was devasted 
by these pests. 

Gerald Willoughby, one of the old 
timers in this sectioh, recounted his 
experiences with the locusts, says the 
Saskatoon Star. 

“It was the first year I.tried to 
raise any crop. TI had six acres of 
wheat, as pretty as anything you ever 
saw. The locusts, in the flying stage, 
hit it when it was just in the shot! 
blade, and there wasn’t enough of! 
that wheat left to fill your hat. 

“There were more cattle in the

Besides the locust, there are wire 
worms—little animals whtch attack 
the wheat in case it is planted the 
first year after breaking. For this 
reason, it has become customary in 
most districts to sow flax on new 
land. There is the wheat  saw-fly, 
the larvae of which get inside wheat 
stems and work down, weakening 
the stem so that it breaks and falls 
over. There is the Hessian Aly, 
which has never been such a seri- 
ous pest here as it has in some parts 
of the United States. During recent

Perhaps one of the biggest prob- 
lems on the farm is the marketing of 
the produce profitably. It is a phase 
of farming in which we need help 
and instruction just as much as in 
growing crops or raising live stock. 
‘Lhe laws of supply and demand, the 
art of selling, and the regul n of 
prices need to be studie st! as 
much in farming as in mereantile 
business of any kind. ‘ 

Marketing is where the farm wo- 
men most often fall down. bet | may 
raise poultry, or make butter, but if 
they cannot market their produce 
profitably the most of their work 
goes for nothing. In a new country 
like the west, it is long before staple 
prices and reliable markets get estab- 
lished; meantime selling and buying 
are rather haphazard and 4 real 
worry to both producer and consum- 
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The problem of the woman far 
from town is different from that of 
the woman who is within easy reach 
of city markets. The woman in couf- 
try places depends on the country 
store for a market. Now the country 
storekeeper has his problem just as 
well as the farmer's wife, and if we 
are ever to get at the root of the 
matter we must consider both sides 
of the question. 

Take the matter of buttcr. How 
few women really make first-class 
butter. We all know the woman who 
keeps her cream too long _ before 
churning, and, when it turns out 
“nippy”, remarks that it is not very 
good and she will just send it to the 

“Do you save your money?” 

“Mister, if 1 saved my monéy I'd 
have to cheat the grocer and the 
coal man.” 
store!’ What can the storekeeper do 
with it? He has to sell it for cook- 
ing butter, because the woman who 
sent it in may be one of his best 
customers and he cannot afford to of- 
fend her by refusing to take it, The 
loss falls, not on the woman who 
made this poor butter, however, but 
on the other woman who makes good 
butter that will sell for a price ‘hat 
can cover the loss on the bad butter. 
ery pound of poor butter sent to the 
store lowered the price of all the but- 
ter to the seller, and raised it all to 
the buyer. She ought to “have kept 
the “nippy” butter at home, and the 
home critics would not have heen 
long in voicing their opinions as to 
quality, That this is a common state 
of affairs everyone Knows. 

Last summer I asked at a country 
store if they had any good butter. 


They said they had not a pound of 
catable butter in the place and they 
had lots of orders they could not 


fill. Now one thing is certain; as 
leng as butter goes to the stores of 
no uniform good quality, there can be 
no good prices to the producer. The 
storekeeper cannot give one woman 
a better price than her neighbor, for 
they tell each other, and his life 
would not be worth living after they 
found out, 

The same can be told of the egg 
trade. One woman is short an egg 
to make out a dozen, and: puts in a 
dovbtful one. That one jbad egg 
comes back like a boomerang and 
hits the price of the whole lot. The 
women who do business in this style 
usually demand the highest price. 
They are unbusinegslike from first to 
last. The difficulties of getting pro- 
duce of uniform quality is the main 
reason for ‘the almost universal 
movement towards co-operation. 
With creamerics .to take the cream 
daily, a, uniform good quality of but- 
ter is produced which ,will bring a 
much better price than mixed lots 
of butter gathered at the stores. 

The same with cgg circles. Where 
the eggs are gathered regularly ev- 
ery day, they can be sold at better 
prices with little danger of rotten 
eggs getting amongst them. There- 
fore, % country places it seems the 
very wisest policy to encourage co- 
operative movements, It relieves the 
women of a good déal of heavy work, 
makes for better prices, eliminates 
the selling problem, and relieves the 
country storekeeper of one of his 
biggest difficulties. 

There is also another way in which 
country districts can co-operate, and 
that is in producing specialties, In 
most communities, every one follows 
his or her own fancy in choice of 
stock or poultry, etc. Consequently 
when buyers come they find difficulty 
in aeiting big cnough shipments of 
any one kind. ‘To illustrate what 1 
mean let me tell you of the experi- 
ence of the fruit growers in the Oka- 
nagan Valley, B.C. Every settler 
who weft in there staried to plant 
apples of every variety. They did not 
know much about it, but , planted 
treés of all sorts and kinds. When 
the trees came into bearings, they 
were quite discouraged to find that 
they could not tell the fruit. At last 
they sent down to Oregon for an ex- 
pert to come and go over the situa- 
tion. He was not long in telling 
them what was the trouble, for the 
Oregon folks had gone through the 
same experience. He advised them to 

root out their trees and only keep 
well-known standard apples, and 
when an order came they could ship 
several carloads of those sorts in-

It Is Here That Gophers are Found 
in Greatest Numbers Practi- 
cally Unmolested 


According to provincial law, 
rural municipalities and local  im- 
provement districts in Alberta have 
the power to levy a tax of two and 
one-half cents an acre on unoccupied 
lands, to be expended on poison and 
for labor in distribution. A  some- 
what similar law is on the statute 
books of Saskatchewan. 

As gophers are found in large num- 
bers on waste or unoccupied land, 
and since there are large areas of 
such land in the vicinity of most 
western farms, it becomes cvident 
that it is not enough for a farmer to 
clear his own land of gophers, as a 
fresh colony will immediately take 
possession from the waste land near; 
the waste land as well as the farm 
itself must be attended to,
